"The biggest task of the present 


generation is to prevent- the nest' 
war," declared Dr. Homer L. -Morns 
in his address this morning at the 
county teachers' institute, and con- 
inning his series' on. wodd- pro- 
blems. "The teachers of out school 
system can he the greatest factors: 
n preventing that war, by becoming 
concerned over the situation, helpful 
o its prevention," he said. 


The series of lectures t»y Dr. Mor- 


ris have been exceptionally interest- 
ing this week, and the teachers also 
have been high in their praise for the 
lonrse of study offered them by 
Miss Georgia Davis of Richmond, 
who has appealed to the elementary 
teachers during the institute. 


Several special courses have been, 


given, with daily exercises in music 
- 


>y Miss Alice Piersol, county musie' 
supervisor, and also a special course 
in penmanship by Mrs. Walter Ray 
of this city. 


The institute program will: close 


Friday, when various committees 
appointed will report, including the 
committee on resolutions. The insti- 
tute speakers will also bring their 
course of study to a close Friday. 


Dr. Morris in his address this 


morning,!dwelt upon the world war/ 
and its relation to problems of the, 
world, and the future effect that the- 
war may have on the nations, 
<n 


respect to the next war, if any 
should take place. ,- 


The World War cost the nations a 


combined wealth in expenditures of. 
337 billion dollars, he said. This 
vast amount of money could not be 
conceived by any individual, as to; 
what it really- meant in size. He of- 
fered $10 if anyone could come with- 
in 1,000 miles- of estimating the to- 
tal number of miles, the 337 billioa 
dollars would make if placed edge to 
edge. 


The money that was spent in that 


war, he said, if reduced to American 
silver dollars, and placed .from edge 
to edge, would total 7,978,219 miles. 
This is 319 times around the world) 
at the equator, he said, and if the 
dollars were, placed four feet wide, 
a path equal to a sidewalk in Rnsh- 
ville would encircle the earth, all of 
silver dollars. 


Another comparison was made as 


to the vast amount of money that 
was required to win the war. He 
said that in all the wars of the coun- 
tries from 1783 to 1910, the total 
cost was' 23- billion dollars, and then 
the world . war of only four years 
duration, caused 337 billion dollars 
to go up in smoke, of 14 times aa 
much as ajl of the other wars put 
together.
